Three School 
Candidates 
At City Hall

All candidates for the Pasa¬ 
dena Board of Education, elec¬ 
tion for which comes up to¬ 
morrow, were invited to the 
meeting at the Sierra Madre 
City Hall Tuesday night, the 
invitations going out three 
weeks in advance. Three made 
an appearance. The meeting 
was jointly sponsored by the 
Nonpartisan Elections Commit¬ 
tee of Pasadena and the Sierra 
Madre Democratic Club, as a 
public service. 

Mrs. Mildred Cranston, in¬ 
cumbent member of the board, 
read a long list of scholarships 
and other honors won by Pasa¬ 
dena students within the last 
year ,as evidence that they are 
being well taught. 

Some of the scholarships, in 
national competitions, were 
worth more than $4500 and at 
least one, to Columbia Univer¬ 
sity, carried a job along with 
it. 

Mrs. Cranston also read a re¬ 
port from the County Superin¬ 
tendent’s office showing that 
Pasadena grammar school and 
high school children rate about 
30 per cent above the national 
average and about 7 per cent 
above the county average in 
scholarship. 

James McMichael was ap¬ 
plauded for his strong stand in 
favor of a new high school in 
Victory Park, where it will 
serve the Hastings Ranch and 
Sierra Madre areas. He argued 
that to turn the present City 
College into a high school 
would be costly and wasteful, 
as it was built for a college, 
and that Eaton Wash is the 
only place where sufficient 
land, convenient to thousands 
of students, can be obtained at 
fairly low cost. 

Laurel V. McElwain was the 
third candidate present. He 
called himself the common 
sense candidate, and told hu¬ 
morous stories.

Zoning Replies Favor Single 
Houses and Home Occupations 


Because the new zoning law proposed for Sierra Madre has 
drawn from the public considerable comment and protest, Coun¬ 
cilman Lome Pratt recently distributed 2,000 questionnaires ask¬ 
ing citizens’ opinions of its provisions. A tabulation of the 712 
replies shows the following results, according to Pratt’s report to 
the City Council at Tuesday’s meeting, May 23:

Do you favor home occupations?. 694 487 201 6 

Do you believe Sierra Madre should 

be primarily residential?..... 710 632 69 9 

Do you favor guest homes, homes 

for aged, etc. 548 294 236 18 

Do you favor more business area?.. 275 51 224 

Do you favor more light 

manufacturing area? .. 635 33 602 

Eighty-three per cent of those favoring home occupations 
stipulated that the activities should not create noise or inter¬ 
ference with their neighbors. 

The question requesting opinions on multiple dwellings 
received 623 answers accompanied by lengthy essays. This is the 
issue that aroused the most comment of all questions. The major¬ 
ity (58%) said they lived in Sierra Madre because it was a 
residential city, and they wished to keep it that way. Approxi¬ 
mately 7% asked why the Planning Commission wanted more 
people; 28% stated they liked Sierra Madre “as is”; 9% declared 
Sierra Madre was backward and not in step with modern 
trends. A detailed analysis of these 623 replies reveals the 
following:

Councilman Pratt told the NEWS in an interview it was his 
opinion the majority of persons had no opposition to the passing 
of a new zoning law, providing the above changes and reserva¬ 
tions were included in its provisions.

Mrs. Opal Cun- 
diff of the Pasadena Bureau pf 
Public Assistance spoke on aid 
given our senior citizens. Miss 
Betty Newton of the Public 
School system discussed the 
very material help provided by 
Family Service in connection 
with children’s difficulties, and 
Police Chief Gordon McMillan 
told of his work relating to 
juveniles. 

Carl Shafer, Director of the 
Pasadena Family Service, pre¬ 
sented typical anonymous 
cases with which the agency is 
working. He further explained 
the high cost of maintaining 
such professional counseling. 

In addition to the Community 
Chest allotment, Douglas Lance, 
who presided over the meet¬ 
ing, pointed out the serious 
need for $2 memberships from 
our townspeople in order to 
maintain an effective program. 
Over the past year this service 
provided more than 178 profes¬ 
sional interviews for Sierra 
Madreans and for this the As¬ 
sociation paid approximately 
two-thirds of the total cost.

A new approach to Sierra 
Madre's civil defense effort has 
been adopted at a recent meet¬ 
ing of CD personnel at the City 
Hall. 

Dr. Dan D’Arcy, local optome¬ 
trist who recently was appoint¬ 
ed as associate civil defense 
director for the community, 
sparked the new approach 
when he said: “In the event of 
an atomic bomb, the damage 
will be widespread, and it is 
the feeling in the civil defense 
organization that the City of 
Sierra Madre should, in gen¬ 
eral, be prepared to meet its 
own problems. 

“We, of course, must first 
be prepared to take care of our 
dead and wounded, put out our 
fires, repair damage to build¬ 
ings and stores, and be pre¬ 
pared to feed ourselves. It is 
assumed that many people will 
attempt to evacuate their 
homes in cities which are 
badly damaged. If we are not 
as badly damaged as surround¬ 
ing areas, we must therefore 
be ready to help our neighbors. 

“Civil defense is a national 
problem when it comes to de¬ 
fending us from enemy attack, 
a state problem when it comes 
to declaring a state of extreme 
emergency, a city problem 
when it comes to giving the

necessary warning signals—but 
it becomes an individual prob¬ 
lem when it becomes a matter 
of survival.” 

D’Arcy pointed out that 
many agencies have been at¬ 
tempting to disseminate civil 
defense information, adding 
that “These statements often 
have been contradictory and 
confusing.” At a result he call¬ 
ed for a new approach to the 
whole matter, on a local basis. 

“Civil defense preparation is 
like insurance. We can pur¬ 
chase as much or as little as 
we can afford,” he stated. “All 
of us are busy people, so our 
time and our money must be 
spent as carefully as possible, 
but we must obtain the great¬ 
est return possible. The 
amount of study and time we 
put in civil defense is going to 
dictate to a large extent the 
amount of security we will 
have if threatened disasters 
become a reality. 

“Each person must decide for 
himself how big an investment 
in security he is willing to 
make. With everyone’s coop¬ 
eration, we feel that the City 
of Sierra Madre can prepare 
itself for whatever problems 
we are forced to meet.” 

Among the first steps decided 
at the meeting was that each 
of the section heads in civil 
defense would arrange for an 
alternate, especially in cases 
where the head of a division 
is not available here in town. 
It also was decided that these 
two should select a third per¬ 
son, who would take over if the 
first two are not available dur¬ 
ing an emergency. 

D’Arcy then asked that the 
head of each service call a 
meeting of his division within 
the next two or three weeks 
and “study what steps we can 
take to minimize the effects of 
an emergency.” 

The first phase of a “two- 
way” information campaign 
will be the establishing of a 
communications set-up for 
warning residents in times of 
emergency. Second phase will 
be a survey of the resources 
and potentialities of the town. 

City Administrator Lawrence 
Bevington reported that the 
City Council is pushing work 
on obtaining the necessary

Later he joined the staff of 
the Los Angeles Public Library, 
then in 1938 became assistant 
in the acquisitions department 
of the UCLA Library. Since 
1944 he has been university li¬ 
brarian and director of the Wil¬ 
liam Andrews Clark Memorial 


Library. He has recently re¬ 
ceived an additional appoint¬ 
ment as lecturer in the UCLA 
Department of English. 

During the academic year 
1950-51, he was in Britain under 
a Guggenheim fellowship, 
studying relations between the 
British Antiquarian book trade 
and American libraries. He has 
served as visiting professor of 
library service at Columbia 
University and also has ap¬ 
peared on a number of lecture 
platforms and television pro¬ 
grams, as well as being key¬ 
note speaker of the American 
Library Association Conference 
in New York in 1952.

Last week this fount of wis¬ 
dom failed to spout because I 
was down in Ensenada, where 
a group of us took over the 
Hotel Mission Santa Isabel and 
had a good time getting sun¬ 
burned.

But do you 
know that tourists have be¬ 
come Mexico’s biggest business 
and that far more Americans 
visit Mexico now than visit all 
the countries of Europe com¬ 
bined? The tourist agencies, 
hotels and restaurants of Mex¬ 
ico are going their limit to en¬ 
tice travelers, and Mexico has 
a great deal to show them. 
When a guide in the Cluny 
Musee in Paris led me into an 
ancient chamber and said: “In 
this room Julian was crowned 
Emperor of Rome,” it seemed 
that the whole pageant of Eu¬ 
ropean history was unfolling in 
my mind but I got as great a 
thrill when a guide at Chichen- 
Itze led us to an observatory 
which may have dated back to 
300 A.D. and told us that there 
Mayan astronomers had worked 
out a calendar giving the year 
365 days some centuries before 
the Gregorian calendar was de¬ 
vised in Europe. At Cuerna¬ 
vaca, the palace Cortez built in 
1529 still is in daily use as the 
statehouse of a Mexican state 
and at Villa Hermosa another 
he built that year is still one 
of the loveliest buildings I ever 
saw. Those structures are part 
of the story of North America 
and of the Mexico which was 
the mother of California, and 
as such I feel a closer kinship 
with them than with many of 
the famous structures of the 
Old World. And don’t be 
afraid of visiting Mexico ba- 
cause of stories of the passing 
malady known as "tourists.” I 
lived more than two years in 
Mexico and have traveled from 
coast to coast, and never had 
it. It seems to me it is only 
the persons who are scared of 
tourists who get it—because it 
keeps some of them awfully 
busy for a while.
